The results of the exporimeiitsat 
VVasliington were given out in a 
dlBpalch dated April 5lh. It says: 
Uovernmont agriculUiral ex|)nrl8 
have discovered tliat plant life 
seems to depend on light rather 
than temperature for nouilshment 
Hiid may l»e oonlrolle<l hy regulating 
the hours of light and darkness. 

The principle Is revoluliomtry, 
hut it reuts on actual experimenls in 
ill which It was demonstrated that 
plants Hubjeol lo alternate periods 
of light and durknoss in carefully 
determined propoitions could he 
lirought to maturity al any time of 
the year. 

" Greenhouse experiments," says 
an announcemeni hy the Depart- 
mwiil of Agriculture, " prove Ihal 
||ie flowering rikI fruiting por'od of 
practically any plant can tie made 
to take place at iiny time of year by 
darking the greenhouse in the 
uioining and evening if the day is 
too long, or by lengthening theilay 
by artinclal light if the day is loo 
short . 

" Spring flowers and spring oiops 
happen lo be spring flowers and 
sprmg crops, because the day at the 
M<"Mson of their Howering and 
fruiiliig has the proper number 
of hours of daylight." 

The discovery may beof the ligbl- 
ust importance in the future plan- 
ning of cropiiiiig systems for difTer 
erit legions. 

ICventnally it may be found, 
aooordlng to W. W. Garner and II 
A. Allard, scientists in the bureau 
of plant industry, who oondqoted 
exhanstlve experiments, that the 
animal organism is also capable of 
reHpniiiling lo the BtlinuUm of oertRln 



day lengths. They believe that the 
migration of binls maybe an ii 
lustration, on the ground that direct 
response to such stlmulns would be 
more in line with modern biological 
teaching than theories which assume 
that birds " go south " as a matter 
of instinct. 

Experiments were conducted with 
a large variety of plants. It was 
shown conclusively that too little 
"sleep," or, in other words, too 
many hours of daylight, would 
pievent many plants from even 
reaching the floweiing and fruitiug 
stage. 

It was found alHO that plants 
would not reproduce except when 
exposed to a favorable length of 
day, although to furnish daylight 
for flowering and fruitiug might 
stimulate profuse veiretable growth. 
A length of day favorable both to 
reproduction a'ld growth results In 
the " ever hearing " type of fruits. 

liy employing; a dark chnniber 
llie scientists shortenetl or U'ligili- 
ened life cycle of plants and foiced 
some of them to coniplele two cycles 
in one season. Violeis, which 
iiaturHlly bloom only during the 
comparatively short days of spring, 
When covei'eil with light-proof boxes 
for a time, were made too bloom 
again during the summer. Biloxl- 
soy beans exposed to the light only 
Ave hours a day, flowered nearly 
three months earlier than plants 
in the light all day, but attained 
only one-eighth the light. 

Tompeialure appeared to exert 
no influence in the lest. A striking 
iliuMliation of tlie relative uni in por- 
laii(!<4 of temperature, was given in 
that fact that plants kept in the 
dark for a part of the day, under 
went in midsummer the changes 
Ihal in nature come in the fall and 
iliat heretofore have been attributed 
to lower temperatures. 

This was true even wheu the 
dark houses registered a liigher 
temperature than the outside at- 
mosphere 

Iris kept in aitiflolal light for 
eight hours a day bloomed in two 
months, while others in the same 
temperature, but without ariiflcial 
extension of the day, required 
months longei. 

" The lenglli of the day, " the 
department's annoniicement said, 
" Is proved lo be the most [lotent 
factor in determining tlie relative 
proitortlons between the vegetative 
and fruiting paits of many pants. ] 
Indeed fruiting may lie complete- j 
ly suppressed by a ilay too long or 
too ahoit The new principle 
undoubtedly explains the eiiAtio 
behavior whioli has been observed 
with many crops when they are 
shifted to different latitudes." 

The new principle was said to 
explain why many plants grow moat 
luxuriantly near the northern limit 
of their ranue, where the long day 
permits maximum vegetable growth 
before the shoit day intervenes to 
start reproduction — Ex.

THE CAPITAL CITY ,' 

Washington, the heart of America, 
is one of the most beautiful of the 
World capitals, but Detroit is the 
city of great beauty and is the live- 
list and busiest city in America. 
There Is uo such congestion at the 
coriii^rs of the department stores in 
the Capital Ciiy as in Delroll. 
Perhaps yon will be a bit surprised 
when I tell you thit the weathei in 
Washington has been unusually 
mild. The Capital City whs blessed 
durinu: the holidays of rare quality, 
cUar air and liright sky. It is said 
Washington's l)eceml)er8 are as a 
rule tree from snow Snow gener- 
ally comes about the middle of 
January and Fetiiuary. We were 
veiy fortunate lo see President and 
Mrs Wilson Christmas Day driv 
iiitr out of ihe Executive uronnds 
with Dr. Grayson. The President 
looked thin and pale and is very 
badly crippled up. He was brought 
to the automobile from the housi' 
by means of a wheel chair. 

By way of the Royal Blue Line 
Motor Tours, we visited many 
historical places in Washington, 
South Washington, Alexandria and 
Mt. Vernon. 

The White House is beautiful and 
grand, but not as large as we had 
anticipated It Is located between 
the United Stales Treasury and the 
War and Navj Building. 

The War and N^vy Building 
contains Ave hundred looms and 
two miles of hallway. 

The Washington Mounment is a 
stupendous shaft of granite, 055 
feet !i}i inches in height. The 
constructive woik extended through 
a period of 37 years, and is the 
highest work of masonary in the 
world. An elevator brought us to 
the top of the monuineni, wheie we 
could get a bird's eye view of the 
Nation's hub through windows 
placed in each of the four walls. 
The monotony of the 553 foot ride 
WAS broken t>y reading seals of the 
Stales of the Union, placed at in- 
tervals along the walls. Michigan's 
seal hung on the wall at 220 feet 
from grouud level. 

The Capitol and the Library of 
Congress are beautiful beyond de- 
smorlpilon The dome and lanlein 
of the Library are finished in black 
copper, with panels gilded with a 
thick coating of gold leaf. The In- 
terior ceilings are adorned with 
names of famous men ami women. 
The nime of " Gallandet" is seen 
among I hem. 

The legations, embassies, consuls, 
the mall, residences of famous 
persons, aro on the N. W. of the 
Capitol, the fashionalile section. 

The Pot Hand, where Senator 
Townsend, of Miohlgan, is located 
when in Ihe city, is around the 
corner from where the wifier is so- 
journing. Pennsylvania Avenue 
is oue of (he famous streets of the 
world. It is the route on lu- 
auKuration day for all processions 
from tlie Capitol to the White 
House, ami (■onnecticut Avenue 
Bridge is the largest concrete 
liridge in the world, 

Washington tomb at Mt. Vernon 
la a plain, btick stiuotnre, and by 
its side is Ihe tomb of Martha. The 
talilet above reads '* Within (his eu- 
olosure rests the remains of General 
Washington." 

The Lincoln memorial is situated 
in Potomac Park, near the River, 
on the axis of the Capitol and the 
Wikshlrtgton Monument Thirty- 
one dorlc columns surround the 
structure, they representing thirty-

THK POWUK OF PBKSONAIilTY 

An intetestiug tribute lo Daniel 
Webstei'w matchless manner, which 
combined with his maguiflceilt mieD, 
made a deep impression even on 
those oceaions when he had really 
very little to say, como.s from Ihe 
pen of Prof. James K, Ilosiuer by 
way of the Boston Transcript. 

In 1852 Mi. Webster spoke in 
Faneuil Ilall in defense of bis fam- 
ous 7th of March speech, and young 
Mr. Ilosmer, then a freshman in 
Harvard (/ollege, walked in from 
Cambridge to hear him. He was 
in some perplexity, for he had heaid 
Mr. Webster's course denounced 
and defended wUh equi^l zeal, and 
he knew iiot what to tliink himself' 

In Ihe mass that crowded Faneuil 
Hall we wailed long, writes Prdf. 
Hosmer, biiUMr. Webster came at 
last, tumiiliuously accompanied and 
received. He advanced to the fioiit, 
ilressed in the blue coat witli brass 
linttons and the buff vest usual lo 
him on public occasions, which hunS 
loosely about the atlenualei(.lirnb8 
and body. 

The face had all the majesty I* 
expected — the dome above, the deep 
eyes looking from the caverns, the 
strong nose and chin — but it whs 
the front of a dying lion. His color 
was heavily sallow, and he walked 
with a slow, uiicortaiu stop. His 
deep intonations conveyed a solemn 
suggestion of the .sepulchre. His 
speech was biief, a recognition of 
the honor shown him, an expiession 
of his belief that the policy he had 
advocated aud folio we<l was neces- 
sary to the preservation of the coun- 
try. Then he pasfted out to Maisli- 
field and the deathbed. What he 
said waa not much, bat it made a 
stranue impitssion of power. 

Sixty years ago, when I was 
enrioonsed in my smug yoiiili and 
could "sit and grin," like young 
Dr. Holmes, at the notog<>narian8 

Who tottur u'ur the ground 
With their oanes, 

I heard a tolteier who had been in 
his prime durintr the early decades 
of the last century chirp somewhat 
as follows: 

"This Daniel Webster of youtsi 
Why, I can remeniber when he had 
a hard push lo have his ability 
acknowledu»n. Wo used to avei' 
that he never said anylhing, and 
that it waft only his big way that 
carried the crowd. I have in mind 
an old time report of one of his 
deliverances. 'Mr. (/hsirman [ap- 
plause], I did not graduate at this 
university [greater applaiiMeJ, at 
this college [tumiiltuoiis applause]. 
I graduated at another college [w<ld 
obeering, with hats thrown in the 
air]. I graduated at a college of 
my native State [convulsion of en- 
thusiasm, during wiiich the |H>lioe 
spiead mattresses ou the sidewalk 
to catch those who jumped uut of 
the window in excitement]." 

Tbe day in Faneuil Hall, con 
eludes Prof. Hosmor, I fell Web- 
ster's "big way," and it overpow- 
ered, although the sentences were 
few and commonplace. What tniist 
he have been in his prime?

Wiklsl), Rcclorof St Luke's Church, 
the Rev. Milo 11. Gates, D D., 
Vlcai of theCliHitel of the loferoes 
sfon, and the Rev. Arthur II. Judu;e, 
D D., Rectoi of St Matthew's 
Clinich. The casket l)orne liy eiuht 
pull bearers came next, followe'd l>y 
the family of the late Vicar. As 
the procession moved down the 
aisle, the eler^jy chanted the open- 
fn« sentences of the Imrial service, 
Rev. Mr. Kent in the chancel sijjn- 
injr.

— If Miss Bessie 
McGregor was ever surprised slie 
certainly was last eveninc. The 
day was her — natal anniversary — 
never mind the uumber of years 
she has trod this vale of tears. 
Mrs. Wm. Zorn had notified hei 
that, as customary, she would be 
over to help her spend the evening, 
and Miss Zell also, if nothing inter 
fered. Daddy was commanded to 
paorifice a yellow-leg for the even- 
ing dinner, and he olieyed willing- 
ly. The two were over on time and 
preparations were made for the 
feast, with happy anticipations of h 
fine eat. But, and alas ! About 
five o'clock, a party of twenty from 
Columbus friends having alighted 
from the ear-without her notice, ap- 
peaved at the door with numerous 
packages containing goodies for the 
inuer man. Bessie was notified 
there was a caller. She opened the 
door, and Instead of one, there Hlod 
iu a crowd one by one and shower 
ed congratulations npon her.

Regardintt the removal of the 
School to Marysville, Superintendent 
Junes has spoken on the matter, and 
among other pointa tailed, is that 
the quality of the l.tud is not suit 
able for farming. In the Chronicle 
this week, he gives expression to the 
following: — 

That the School for the Deaf 
should have a new home is well 
known to those tvho aie intimately 
connected with it and who are re 
sponsible for it. But it should not 
be taken away from Columbus. 
The school hss a history of ttiraost 
one hundred years behind it here,, 
and its traditions are all interwoven 
with the life of the capital city. 
Columbus is easily reached from all 
paits of the state, and most of the 
children can come and go to their 
homes alone. But were the school 
located away from Columbus as at 
Maiysville, it would be very diffl 
cult. Parents would not warn to 
risk their ' hildren to come to Colum- 
bus, change depot, wait for a slow 
train, go on to Marysville, aud then 
make a trip of two 01 three miles 
in the country to the school. 
Neither would the authorities of the 
school feel like risking the childien 
to make the trunsfer in Columbus 
from oue deiwt to another and to 
make their theii trains in such a 
rush depot as the Uuion Central. 

We hope the friends^f the deaf 
will watch this matter very closely 
and carefully aud be ready to speak 
their preference should tlie leitisla 
ture reach a point of making a new 
location. The sui)erinteudent and 
all under him in the school will 
stand vigorously for Columbus as 
the proi>er plao\j for the school. 
Rather than go away from Colum- 



bus we should many times prefer all 
the hardships that ate connected 
with maintaining the school where 
it is, knowing that it would be far 
less tioublesoiue than the incon- 
veniences connected with the school 
away from Columbus. 

Mr. George D, Fiater, while 
gradually improving from the two 
operations he underwent, is not yet 
able to resnme his work, but hopes 
to do so soon. 

Part of the o^ces of the city 
government are housed in the 
Carnegie Library, just west of the 
school, aud will continue lo l>e for 
s me time. The top story of the 
City Hall building was destroyed by 
fire Wednesday evening, and this 
has neoessitate<i the moving out of 
the offices. Fortunately no lives 
were lost, though council was in ses- 
sion at the time just below the floor 
which was burning, and all the re- 
cords saved, though some aie some- 
what damaged by water. The 
building was about fifty years old 
aud was ina*lequate for the city's 
business. ' There has long been talk 
of erecting another in a more favor- 
able place, and this will have to be 
done now. 

At last the laboratory for the 
class In nhyslcs will be a real fix- 
ture, which has l>een lacking since 
the new school building was erected 
in 1899. The room was fitted up 
recently and the various apparatus 
needed purchase). 

The pupils were dismissed from 
school at two o'clock Monday after 
•loon to witness the inaugural 
parade from Grant Avenue. The
